Change Tops 
City Talks

Final approval was given by Cor- 


sicana City Commission Tuesday to 
establishment of the 1972 tax rate at 78 
cents on the $100 valuation, a reduction 
from $1.25 since the city decreed last 
year it would begin using 100 per cent of 
actual value for assessment purposes 
this year. 


Both methods yield approximately the 


same total amount of taxes, with 1972 
taxes slightly less in the 
actual 


calculation. 


letters will go out to all property 


owners from the Tax Office explaining 
that ad valorem property taxes are not 
being increased, only calculated dif- 
ferently than when an assessment ratio 
of 62% per cent was used. 


With only three members present, 


Mayor Sue Youngblood and Com- 
missioners John Carlock and Bob Scott, 
constituting a quorum, it was necessary 
to defer final action on two matters. 
These were an ordinance that would 
have allowed Lone Star Gas Co. a 2.52 
per cent increase in residential and 
commercial rates, and an ordinance 
annexing to the city 16.54 acres of Drane 
Estates Addition. 


Mayor Youngblood would have ab- 


stained, as she did May 3 when the gas 
rate ordinance received preliminary 
approval, because her son works for the 
utility. In the annexation, Commissioner 
Scott would have abstained again 
because of his interest in the sub- 
division, if there

With no problem attendant to other 


voting, the Commission gave final ap- 
proval to ordinances adopting "A Guide 
to Development in Corsicana" and 
adoption of "Specifications for 
In- 


stallation of Public Facilities" which 
spell out detailed regulations covering 
sub-division construction. 


One of five zoning change applications 


was denied, one was approved con- 
ditionally and three approved as 
presented. 


Commissioners denied application of 


James A. Thompson for change from 
Residential 3 to General Retail district 
with a specific use permit for a small 
engine repair shop at 1405 W. 10th Ave. 
Building Official Delma Ware explained 
that Thompson had asked only for a 
change to General Retail district since 
he already operates a small engine shop 
as a "home occupation" and this zoning 
would give sanctity to this use of the 
property. However, Ware said, in 
considering the application the Planning 
and Zoning Commission recommended 
that the City also issue a specific use 
permit to further limit Thompson's use 
just for the shop, although this was not 
provided for in the comprehensive 
zoning ordinance. 


Ware added that if Thompson weren't 


granted a change to General Retail 
district he couldn't expand his operation 
or hire workers, but if no action were 
taken, he wouldn't be denied the right to 
continue his one-man operation as a non- 
conforming use. 


Approved as requested by the owners 


and recommended by the Planning and 
Zoning Commission were ordinances 
changing zoning for Annie L.W. Dill at 
520 W. 1st Ave. from Multiple Family 1 to 
General Retail district; for James and 
Norma Holcomb changing zoning from 
Industrial 1 to Planned Development 
district on Lot 8, Block 1017, N. Hwy 75 
near Hogle Airport, and further granting 
them a specific use permit to local four 
mobile homes on the property. Also 
approved was an ordinance granting to 
Erwin-Beasley Co. a specific use permit 
allowing mobile home sales in General 
Retail district on Lots 5 and 6, Block 580 
and all of Block 581, located in the 1700 
block of W. 7th Ave. 


Approved conditionally was a request 


by Edward W. Pollard for a specific use 
permit to operate a private school at 1506 
Cherry in a Residential 3 district. Ware 
reported that two persons had raised the 
objection at the Planning and Zoning 
Commission public hearing that the 
already heavy traffic borne by nearby 
N. 24th St. would be hazardous to the 
safety of children attending the school, 
and the school would add to the 
congestion. 


On being informed* that Pollard 


proposes to erect a "high wooden fence" 
around his property for screening and to 
prevent kindergarten children from 
getting out to the street, the Commission 
approved the change subject to Police 
Chief Don Massey's investigating and 
making a determination that the 
school's fencing wouldn't create a blind 
corner or a new hazard to traffic. 


Mayor Youngblood appointed Harold 


Prater to a three-year term on the 
Housing Standards Board to replace Ken 
Johnston, who advised the city he did not 
wish to be reappointed. The appointment 
was promptly confirmed by Com- 
missioners Scott and Carlock.

Defendants have been ordered to 


appear in 13th District Court for a 
hearing Friday at 10 a.m. 


The petition asks that the court set a 


hearing for a temporary injunction prior 
to May 23, 1972, since that is the final 
exam period. 


The plaintiff asks that the School 


Board be permanently enjoined from 
enforcing a rule which would authorize a 
teacher to refuse to accept school work 
which was assigned during a suspension 
period but delivered after the suspension 
period. 


According to the petition, the ex- 


pulsion of the McGary youth stemmed 
from a May 3, 1972, science trip to the 
Houston-Galveston area sponsored by 
Corsicana High School. The trip was in a

The State Board of Registration for 


Professional Engineers filed suit against 
Fire Engineers, Inc., alleging that the 
defendant firm has "been holding itself 
out to the public as being engaged in the 
practice of engineering under the name 
Fire Engineers, Inc.", and that no 
member of this firm is registered to so 
practice the profession of engineering 
within the State of Texas as required by 
law.

High School asked students to file a 
report or theme in English class Wed- 
nesday, May 10, and that the McGary 
youth presented such a theme or report 
to his English instructor, Mrs. Anderson. 
It further alleges that the teacher 
refused to accept the theme and gave 
him a "zero" for the day of Wednesday, 
May 10, 1972. 


The request for temporary restraining 


order says the McGary student, through 
his father, requested that the school 
superintendent, the principal, assistant 
principal, the school teacher involved, 
and members of the school board, 
produce any rule which would authorize 
a teacher to refuse to accept the school 
work in question. 


The petition alleges that Lester E. 


McGary was not accorded a public 
hearing when he appeared before the 
board of trustees of the Corsicana In- 
dependent School District at its regular 
meeting Monday night. It states that the 
board requested that the press leave the 
room while board members listened to 
lister E. McGary and made a ruling in 
favor of the teacher who refused to 
accept the youth's school work. The- 
board's ruling, according to the petition, 
evidently indicates that the teacher 
should have a right to make or interpret 
rules as she sees fit, "all of which would 
mean that all students would not and 
could not be afforded the same treat- 


ment". 


It further notes that "the action by the 


school board in disallowing a public 
hearing and holding a closed hearing is 
contrary to the laws of the State of 
Texas." 


"As a result of the ruling of

Social Security Manager 


Q. My husband and I have full custody of our two grand- 


children and we receive no support from either parent. Both 
parents have worked under Social Security. If either of them 
should die would we get social security on the children? 


A. If either parent dies after having worked enough under 


social security the children under 18 will be entitled to 
monthly social security checks. Any unmarried children 
ages 18 to 22 who are full-time students would also be eligible. 
The person who has custody of a minor child normally 
receives these checks for the minor. This can be a grand- 
parent or any individual who has custody and is responsible 
for the child's welfare. 


Q. My husband paid in social security for 23 years. As his 


widow with 2 children, how much monthly benefits are we 
entitled to receive? 


A. The number of years that a person works has no bearing 


on how much social security his survivors are entitled to 
receive. If a man has sufficient work, as your husband ob- 
viously did, then the amount of the benefit is determined by 
his average monthly wage. This can mean a monthly family 
benefit for you of as low as $105.60 or as high as over $400 a
